the law firm billing, using a computer, the one or more clients of the law firm for at least 
some of the financed out-of-pocket costs and for the associated expenses corresponding to the at 
least some out-of-pocket costs, wherein the billing for corresponding out-of-pocket costs and 
associated expenses are presented in the same invoice,

is a checking account

account is a checking account.

57. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further wherein the financing is 
provided by a party independent of the law firm. 

58. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further wherein specifying the 
out-of-pocket cost to be paid comprises entering a check request for the cost. 

59. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further wherein specifying 
payment of the out-of-pocket cost comprises requesting that the out-of-pocket cost be paid at a 
future time. 

60. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further wherein the substantially 
at the same time comprises substantially the same day as arranging to pay the out-of-pocket cost. 

61 . (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further wherein the substantially 
at the same time comprises the same month the out-of-pocket cost was arranged to be paid in. 

62. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further comprising determining 
for a first one of the law firm clients a first duration of time associated with financing an out-of- 
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pocket cost for the first one of the clients and determining for a second one of the law firm 
clients a second duration of time associated with financing an out-of-pocket cost for the second 
one of the law firm clients, wherein the first duration of time is different than the second duration 
of time, wherein at least some of the associated expenses are determined based in part on the 
duration of time determined for the respective first and second ones of the law firm clients. 

63. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further comprising associating a 
first one of the law firm clients with a first fee schedule used to determine an associated expense 
to the first one of the clients and a second one of the law firm clients with a second fee schedule 
used to determine an associated expense to the second one of the law firm clients, wherein the 
first fee schedule is different than the second Tee schedule; and wherein each associated expense 
is based in part on the cost of financing the out-of-pocket costs; and wherein the associated 
expenses are automatically determined based on the fee schedules associated with each 
respective first and second ones of the law firm clients. 

64. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further wherein the associated 
expense comprises a finance charge incurred by the law firm in relation to a particular respective 
out-of-pocket cost, wherein the finance charge is based substantially on a cost of financing a loan 
to cover payment of the out-of-pocket cost; wherein the associated expense is based on an 
assumption of how long the law firm client will take to reimburse the law firm for the out-of-

further wherein the actual associated expense assessed the particular client is based on 
when the particular client reimburses the law firm for the out-of-pocket cost, wherein the 
particular client reimburses the law firm at a time earlier than that assumed to determine the 
associated expense.

66. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further comprising the law firm 
incurring an obligation to pay an associated expense in relation to each respective out-of-pocket 
cost. 

67. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 52 further comprising receiving in 
a law firm accounting system data indicative of a plurality of the out-of-pocket costs for the one 
or more clients of the law finn and storing an associated expense in relation to at least some of 
each respective out-of-pocket cost wherein the associated expense,

at least one payment computer program component operable on a computer to generate 
payments drawn from the at least one second account and wherein the payments are for out-of- 
pocket costs incurred for one or more clients of the law firm; 

a source of funding used to pay at least some of the out-of-pocket costs; 

an expense determining computer program component operable on a computer to

227. (New) A system according to claim 2 1 3 further comprising a law firm accounting 
computer program component operable on a computer and adapted to receive data indicative of a 
plurality of the out-of-pocket costs for the one or more clients of the law firm and record an 
associated expense in relation to at least some of each respective out-of-pocket cost. 

228. (New) A inethod comprising: 

a law firm arranging to pay out-of-pocket costs incurred for one or more clients of the 
law firm, wherein at least some of the out-of-pocket costs are financed, and the out-of-pocket 
costs are specified for payment using a computer; 

determining, using a computer, an associated expense for each of at least some of the 
financed out-of-pocket costs, wherein the associated expense 

i) includes a charge that is at least in part assessed in connection with a loan of money for 
the out-ot-pockct cost for a period of time, wherein the period of time at least in part includes a 
portion that occurs after the date of invoicing the client for the respective out-of-pocket cost, and 

ii) is aL least some instances based at least in part on which of the clients the out-of- 
pocket payment is incurred for; and 

the law firm creating an invoice, using a computer, for one or more clients of the law firm 
for at least some of the financed out-of-pocket costs and for the associated expenses 
corresponding to the at least some out-of-pocket costs, and further wherein the out-of-pocket cost 
being billed has not yet been paid by the client to which it is billed. 

229. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein the law firm uses an account 
maintained specifically to pay out-of-pocket costs for clients of the law firm. 

230. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein the financing is provided by a 
party independent of the law firm. 
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231. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein specifying the out-of-pocket 
cost to be paid comprises entering a check request for the cost. 

232. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein specifying payment of the out- 
of-pocket cost comprises requesting that the out-of-pocket cost be paid at a future time. 

233. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein the substantially at the same 
time comprises substantially the same day as arranging to pay the out-of-pocket cost. 

234. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein the substantially at the same 
time comprises substantially the same month the out-of-pocket cost was arranged to be paid in. 

235. (New) A method according to claim 228 further comprising determining for a first one 
of the law firm clients a first duration of time associated with a loan of money to cover an out-of- 
pocket cost for the first one of the clients and determining for a second one of the law firm 
clients a second duration of time associated with a loan of money to cover an out-of-pocket cost 
for the second one of the law firm clients, wherein the first duration of time is different than the 
second duration of time, wherein at least some of the associated expenses arc determined based 
in part on the duration of time determined for the respective first and second ones of the law finn 
clients. 

236. (New) A method according to claim 228 further comprising associating a first one of the 
law firm clients with a first fee schedule used to determine an associated expense to the first one 
of the clients and a second one of the law firm clients with a second fee schedule used to 
determine an associated expense to the second one of the law firm clients, wherein the first fee 
schedule is different than the second fee schedule; and wherein each associated expense is based 
at least in part on the cost of a loan of money for the out-of-pocket costs; and wherein the 
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associated expenses are automatically determined based on the fee schedules associated with 
each respective first and second ones of the law firm clients. 

237. (New) A method according to claim 228 further wherein the associated expense 
comprises at least in part a finance charge incurred by the law firm in relation to a particular 
respective out-of-pocket cost, wherein the finance charge is based substantially on a cost of 
financing a loan to cover payment of the out-of-pocket cost; wherein the associated expense is 
based on an assumption of how long the law firm client will take to reimburse the law firm for 
the out-of-pocket cost; and 

further wherein the actual associated expense assessed the particular client is based on 
when the particular client reimburses the law firm for the out-of-pocket cost, wherein the 
particular client reimburses the law firm at a time earlier than that assumed to deteirnine the 
associated expense. 

238. (New) A method according to claim 228 further comprising: 

an independent service provider providing services to the law firm in relation to 
associated expenses assessed for each of a plurality of the out-of-pocket costs incurred by the 
law firm for the one or more clients of the law firm. 

239. (New) A method according to claim 228 further comprising the law firm incurring an 
obligation to pay an associated expense in relation to each respective out-of-pocket cost, 

240. (New) A method according to claim 228 further comprising receiving in a law firm 
accounting system data indicative of a plurality of the out-of-pocket costs for the one or more 
clients of the law firm and storing an associated expense in relation to at least some of each 
respective out-of-pocket cost wherein the associated expense. 
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241. (New) A system comprising: 
at least one payment computer program component operable on a computer to generate 

payments drawn from at least one account and wherein the payments are for out-of-pocket costs 
incurred for one or more clients of the law firm; 

a source of funding used to pay at least some of the out-of-pocket costs; 

an expense determining computer program component operable on a computer to 
determine an associated expense for each of at least some of the out-of-pocket costs paid using 
the source of funding, wherein the associated expense includes a charge that is at least in part 
assessed in connection with a loan of money for the out-of-pocket cost for a period of time, 
wherein the period of time at least in part includes a portion that occurs after the date of 
invoicing the client for the respective out-of-pocket cost, and further wherein the associated 
expense is at least some instances based at least in part on which of the clients the out-ot-pocket 
payment is incurred for; and 

at least one billing computer program component operable on a computer to generate 
invoices to bill the one or more clients for at least some of the out-of-pocket costs paid using the 
source of funding and for the associated expenses corresponding to the at least some out-of- 
pocket costs. 

242. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the account is a checking 
account. 

243. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the account is a checking 
account 

244. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the account is maintained 
specifically to pay out-of-pocket costs for clients of the law firm. 

245. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the payment computer program 
component is adapted to permit a user to selectively pay only some of the out-of-pocket costs 
incurred tor the one or more clients of the law firm. 
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246. (New) A system according to claim 241 further including an account financing computer 
program component operable on a computer to determine an amount of money required to 
transfer to the account to fund the cost of out-of-pocket costs paid from the account 

247. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the billing computer program 
component is adapted to invoice the one or more clients the associated expenses in relation to 
each respective out-of-pocket cost so that the out-of-pocket cost and the associated expense are 
on the same invoice for a particular law firm matter. 

248. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein specifying payment of the out- 
of-pocket cost comprises requesting that the out-of-pocket cost be paid at a ftiture time. 

249. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the substantially at the same 
time comprises substantially the same day as arranging to pay the out-of-pocket cost. 

250. (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the substantially at the same 
time comprises substantially the same month the out-of-pocket cost was arranged to be paid in. 

25 1 . (New) A system according to claim 241 further wherein the associated expense 
determining computer program component is further operable on a computer to associate a first 
one of the law firm clients with a first fee schedule used to determine an associated expense to 
the first one of the law firm clients and a second one of the law firm clients with a second fee 
schedule used to determine an associated expense to the second one of the law firm clients, 
wherein the first fee schedule is different than Lhc second fee schedule and further wherein the 
associated expense determining computer program component is adapted to automatically 
determine associated expenses for the respective first one and second one of the law firm clients 
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based on the fee schedules associated with each respective first and second ones of the law firm 
clients. 

252. (New) A system according to claim 241 further including an accounting computer 
program component adapted to record an associated expense anticipated to be incurred by a law 
firm in relation to a particular respective out-of-pocket cost incurred for a particular client; and 
further wherein the accounting computer program component is further adapted to record an 
actual charge that is based on when the particular client reimburses the law film for the out-of- 
pocket cost. 

253. (New) A system according to claim 241 further comprising: 

a service provider computer program component operable on a computer to record an 
associated expense billed to the law firm in relation to the out-of-pocket costs incurred by the 
law firm for the one or more clients of the law firm. 

254. (New) 'A system according to claim 241 further comprising a law firm accounting 
computer program component operable on a computer and adapted to record an obligation of the 
law firm to pay an associated expense in relation to each respective out-of-pocket cost. 

255. (New) A system according to claim 241 further comprising a law firm accounting 
computer program component operable on a computer and adapted to receive data indicative of a 
plurality of the out-of-pocket costs for the one or more clients of the law firm and record an 
associated expense in relation to at least some of each respective out-of-pocket cost. 

256. (New) A method comprising: 

a law firm arranging to pay out-of-pocket costs incurred for one or more clients of the 
law firm, wherein at least some of the out-of-pocket costs are covered with a loan of money, and 
die out-of-pocket costs are specified for payment using a computer, wherein the at least some 
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out-of-pocket costs are covered by a loan of money for a period of time, wherein the period of 
time at least in part includes a portion that occurs after the date of invoicing the client for the 
respective out-of-pocket cost, and further wherein the duration of the period of time is at least in 
part determined based a length of time between billing and collection for the law firm; 

determining, using a computer, an associated service fee for each of at least some of the 
out-of-pocket costs covered with a loan of money, wherein the associated service fee is 

i) based on a service provided by a third party in relation to payment of the at 
least some out-of-pocket costs; and 

ii) is determined based at least in part on an attribute of a client the associated out- 
of-pocket cost is paid for; and 

the law firm billing, using a computer, the one or more clients of the law firm for at least 
some of the out-of-pocket costs covered with a loan of money and for the associated service fees 
corresponding to the at least some out-of-pocket costs. 

257. (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein the law firm uses an account 
maintained specifically to pay out-of-pocket costs for clients of the law firm. 

258. (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein the financing is provided by a 
party independent of the law firm. 

259. (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein the attribute is a size of a client. 

260. (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein specifying payment of the out- 
of-pocket cost comprises requesting that the out-of-pocket cost be paid at a fiiturc time. 

26L (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein the attribute relates to a credit 
attribute of the client. 
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262. (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein the billing for corresponding 
out-of-pocket costs and associated service fees are presented in the same invoice. 

263. (New) A method according to claim 256 further comprising determining for a first one 
of the law firm clients a first duration of time associated with a loan of money to cover an out-of- 
pocket cost for the first one of the clients and determining fur a second one of the law firm 
clients a second duration of time associated with a loan of money to cover an out-of-pocket cost 
for the second one of the law firm clients, wherein the first duration of time is different than the 
second duration of time. 

264. (New) A method according to claim 256 further comprising associating a first one of the 
law firm clients with a first fee schedule used to determine an associated service fee to the first 
one of the clients and a second one of the law firm clients with a second fee schedule used to 
determine an associated service fee to the second one of the law firm clients, wherein the first fee 
schedule is different than the second fee schedule; and wherein the associated service fees are 
automatically determined based on the fee schedules associated with each respective first and 
second ones of the law firm clients. 

265. (New) A method according to claim 256 further wherein the law firm accounting system 
interfaces with a computer program component used to determine the service fee, 

266. (New) A method according to claim 256 further comprising: 

the third party providing services to the law firm in relation to associated service fees. 

267. (New) A method according to claim 256 further comprising the law firm incurring an 
obligation to pay an associated service fee in relation to each respective out-of-pocket cost 
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268. (New) A method according to claim 256 further comprising receiving in a law firm 
accounting system data indicative of a plurality of the out-of-pocket costs for the one or more 
clients of the law firm and storing an associated service fee in relation to at least some of each 
respective out-of-pocket cost wherein the associated service fee. 

269. (New) A system comprising: 

at least one payment computer program component operable on a computer to generate 
payments for out-of-pocket costs incurred for one or more clients of the law firm, and wherein at 
least some of the out-of-pocket costs are covered with a loan of money for a period of time that 
at least in part includes a portion that occurs after the date of invoicing the client for the 
respective out-of-pocket cost, and further wherein the duration of the period of time is at least in 
part determined based a length of time between billing and collection for the law firm; 

a service fee determining computer program component operable on a computer to 
determine an associated service fee for each of at least some of the out-of-pocket costs, wherein 
at least some of the associated service fees for the at least some out-of-pocket costs are 
determined at least in part based on a fee determination information associated with the 
respective client for which the out-of-pocket cost is incurred; and 

at least one billing computer program component operable on a computer to generate 
invoices to bill the one or more clients for at least some of the out-of-pocket costs paid using the 
loan of money and for the associated service fees corresponding to the at least some out-of- 
pocket costs. 

270. (New) A system according to claim 269 further wherein the account is a checking 
account 

27 1 . (New) A system according to claim 269 further wherein the account is maintained 
specifically to pay out-of-pocket costs for clients of the law firm. 
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272. (New) A system according to claim 269 further wherein the payment computer program 
component is adapted to permit a user to selectively pay only some of the out-of-pocket costs 
incurred for the one or more clients of the law firm. 

273. (New) A system according to claim 269 further including an account financing computer 
program component operable on a computer to determine an amount of money required to 
transfer to the account to fund the cost of out-of-pocket costs paid from the account. 

274. (New) A system according to claim 269 further wherein the associated service fee 
determining computer program component is further operable on a computer to associate a first 
one of the law firm clients with a first fee schedule used to determine an associated service fee to 
the first one of the law firm clients and a second one of the law firm clients with a second foe 
schedule used to determine an associated service fee to the second one of the law firm clients, 
wherein the first fee schedule is different than the second fee schedule and further wherein the 
associated service fee determining computer program component is adapted to automatically 
determine associated service fees for the respective first one and second one of the law firm 
clients based on the fee schedules associated with each respective first and second ones of the 
law firm clients. 

275. (New) A system according to claim 269 further comprising: 

a service provider computer program component operable on a computer to record an 
associated service fee billed to the law firm in relation to the out-of-pocket costs incurred by the 
law firm for the one or more clients of the law firm. 

276. (New) A system according to claim 269 further comprising a law firm accounting 
computer program component operable on a computer and adapted to record an obligation of the 
law firm to pay an associated service fee in relation to each respective out-of-pocket cost 
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277. (New) A system according to claim 269 wherein the fee determination information is a 
fee schedule. 

278. (New) A system according to claim 269 wherein the fee determination information is a 
billing plan. 

279. (New) A system according to claim 269 wherein the fee determination information is a 
fixed fee or a percentage rate. 

280. (New) A method according to claim 166 further including a party independent of the law 
firm billing the law firm for all or a portion of the associated expense. 

28 1. (New) A method according to claim 280 further wherein the law firm bills the clients for 
the associated expense as a disbursement. 

282. (New) A system according to claim 182 further including at least one computer program 
component adapted to generate an invoice from a party independent of the law firm to the law 
firm for all or a portion of the associated expense. 

283. (New) A method according to claim 282 further including at least one computer program 
component adapted to generate a law firm invoice wherein the associated expense is represented 
as a disbursement to the clients. 

284. (New) A method according to claim 197 further including a party independent of the law 
firm billing the law firm for all or a portion of the associated expense. 

285. (New) A method according to claim 284 further wherein the law firm bills the clients for 
the associated expense as a disbursement. 
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286. (New) A system according to claim 228 further including at least one computer program 
component adapted to generate an invoice from a party independent of the law firm to the law 
firm for all or a portion of the associated expense. 

287. (New) A method according to claim 286 further including at least one computer program 
component adapted to generate a law firm invoice wherein the associated expense is represented 
as a disbursement to the clients. 

288. (New) A method according to claim 241 further including a party independent of the law 
firm billing the law firm for all or a portion of the associated expense. 

289. (New) A method according to claim 288 further wherein the law firm bills the clients for 
the associated expense as a disbursement. 

290. (New) A system according to claim 256 further including at least one computer program 
component adapted to generate an invoice from a party independent of the law firm to the law 
firm for all or a portion of the associated expense. 

291 . (New) A method according to claim 290 further including at least one computer program 
component adapted to generate a law firm invoice wherein the associated expense is represented 
as a disbursement to the clients. 

292. (New) A method according to claim 269 further including a party independent of the law 
firm billing the law firm for all or a portion of the associated expense.
